Summary of Helos from the Far Cast.

_ The present French mail brings advices to the 2nd August, but, 
via San Francisco, by the Pacific mail steamer America we have 
twenty days’ later news, namely to the 22nd August, of which the 
following summary has been telegraphed to the New York papers.

The intelligence of the European war has proved detrimental 
to business here. The Silk Market is lifeless. Parliament is in 
session. Its proceedings are unimportant. The steamer City of 
Yedo exploded her boiler at Yedo August 1, killing Rev. Edward 
Barnes, Mrs. Olida Barnes, Edward D. Barnes, Mary Simmons, 
Mr. Cassidy, anda number of Japanese, and anjuring many others. 
The Coroner's jury found gross carelessness on the part of the 
engineer. The steamer /Z/iogo also exploded her boiler at Osaka, 
and four Japanese were killed and fifteen or twenty wounded. 

There is a moderate business doing, chiefly in cotton staples, 
other descriptions of goods being neglected. There had been 
considerable sales of grey shirtings, but the demand had sub- 
sided. Cotton yarns are in fair request, and the former rates maine 
tained. Fancy goods and woollens are without change. The 
total settlements of silk for the season reach 900 bales. Prices 
are nominally as last quoted, though dealers would sell at much 
lower rates. Stock on hand, 1,000 bales. A large business in tea 
has been doing since the sailing of the last steamer, exclusively 
for America, with settlements to the amount of 13,000 piculs. 
The tendency of soe is in favour of the buyers, Quotations 
unchanged. Exchange on London, 4s. 6d. ; on Paris, f.5.67c. 


NAGASAKI. 

A new iron gunboat, built by order for one of the native princes 
by Messrs. Glover and Co., arrived on the 18th July, having left 
Aberdeen on the 15th March ; she is named Wun-yo-Maro. There 
has been some business done in charters for Hakodadi, business 
otherwise very dul]. Exchange remains at a ruinous rate, viz., 
Bous 440 per $100, while the Chinese have been shipping every 
silver bou and dollar they can get out of tho port.

PEKING. 

A correspondent writes that Mr. Edkins and Mr. Wade are the 
only persons in Peking who are not convinced that Europeans 
there are in imminent danger. The Emperor has issued an edict 
to the Viceroys and Governors of provinces, desiring them to keep 
a tight hand on their people, so that other outbreaks may not 
occur similar to that at Tientsin. The edict was not intended for 
communication to foreigners, and there isa good deal in the docu- 
ment that is suggestive ; but most remarkable is the aid here 
sion expressed in the last sentence—“ That the local authcrities 
in other provinces may be induced in consequence (of Tientsin) 
to harbour suspicions and get up occasions of quarrel.” It would 
seem, then, that even the Emperor sees traces of official action 
at Tientsin. He has also issued a decree depriving the Prefect 
and magistrate of Tientsin of their rank, and handing them over 
to the Board of Punishment for further decision on their offence. 
The accusation so far is neglect of precaution, and neglect to 
punish offenders after the outbreak. No mention is made of their 
active complicity. 





TIENTSIN. 

The position of affairs at this port was practically unchanged. 
Tseng-kwo-Fan was understood to have positively refused to deli- 
ver up his Lieutenant, Tsen-kwo-Jui, ane at the French Minister's 
suggestion the gunboats had moved further up the river, so that 
the shot and shell might have better effect on the city should a 
bombardment have to be commenced. A fracas took place, we 
hear, between an officer of the Flamme and Mr. Meadows, the 
former having called the latter some hard names, which he had 
refused to withdraw, intimating that he would back his opinion 
in a more forcible manner if Mr. Meadows desired it. His invi- 
tation to a settlement had not, however, been accepted. The Chi- 
nese have a report that in order to escape the mission to France, 
which he dreads immensely, Chung How has poisoned himself. 

None of the ringleaders in the recent outbreak have yet been 
seized, Tseng-kwo-Jui, the Lieutenant General of Tseng-! wo-Fan, 
and chief instigator of the affair, isat Peking with 100 of his Braves, 
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as body guard. The British Consul at Tientsin has notified to the 
English residents that the city is now quiet, and intercourse may 
be resumed, but foreigners fail to see it, and the general belief is 
that notwithstanding the assurances of the English and French 
Legations, matters are still in a very critical situation, and unless 
some definite movement is made to inflict punishment for the 
massacres, neither Tientsin nor Peking will be safe residences for 
foreigners, when the winter once more leaves them to the mercy 
of the Chinese. 

The Acting British Consul, Mr. Lay, issued the following notice 
on the 19th July :—* The undersigned thinks, the city of ‘Tientsin 
being to all appearance now quite quiet, merchants may resort 
thither as before, and carry on their business without fear of 
molestation. At the same time he would warn all those proceed- 
ing to the city to be very careful in their demeanor towards the 
natives, and to avoid either expressing or exhibiting any ill-feel- 
ing to them for their late most barbarous outrage. In the inte- 
rests of trade the undersigned issues this notification, and while 
he cannot, with due regard to these interests, ask British mer- 
chants to still refrain from going to Tientsin—seeing that all is 
at present quiet—yet he cannot too strongly impress upon those 
who intend visiting the city the greatest caution in their manner 
and conduct towards the Chinese.” In republishing the above 
the Hong Kong Daily Press observes :—“This document is start- 
lingly indicative of the change which has come over our relations 
with the Chinese. It might be imagined as just possible, under 
the circumstances existing, that 1 notification would have been 
issued to the Chinese to treat foreigners respectfully, instead of 
the latter being warned against offending the delicate susceptibi- 
lities of those concerned in butchering the Sisters of Mercy.” 

It appears that the name of the Irish Sister, ono of the sufferers 
in the massacre, was Alice O'Sullivan, a cousin of Capt. O'Sullivan, 
many years in the employ of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. 


ITANKOW. 

Dates from this port are to July 30. A correspondent writes as 
follows :—The flood of 1870 will, it is feared, equal, if not surpass, 
that of last year. The settlement is once more submerged, and 
the water has risen with amazing rapidity. This may or may not 
be an advantage in case of an outbreak. It would be so if the 
assailants were a disorganised mob bent on plandes only, for the 
means of transit are again reduced to small sampans, and rioters 
coming in them could easily be checked. In the event of autho- 
rised action, as was the case at Tientsin, the fact of our means of 
locomotion being to a very considerable degree impeded by the 
flood, might enable the attacking party to assault several isolated 

laces at once, the Foundling Hospital (Yu-yin-tang) being one 
in the category. And much as individual bravery might effect, 
the result would possibly prove the truth of the adage, “ united 
we stand, divided we fall.” The flooding of the settlement and 
native city has nearly stopped trade in imports, the dealers being 
quite unprepared for a repetition of the disasters of last year. 

On the 30th of August the water was several inches higher than 
the highest of last season, and was still rising. Fears were enter- 
tained for the safety of many of the houses. 


SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings dates to the 5th August; the London 


mail of June 17, with telegrams to July 13, was received on the 
1st of August, and telegrams, via Kiachta, to the 16th July came 
“jn on the 3rd. The Pacific mail steamer of the lst July, from 
San Francisco, arrived the same day. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The only change in the aspect of affairs since last mail is the 
arrival at Tientsin of the French and American Ministers, and 
French and English Admirals, with some more gunboats. The 
attitude of the French Minister has been bolder since the arrival 
of the Admiral with additional forces; he has demanded the 
heads of three mandarins, the instigators and leaders of the mas- 
sacre, Tseng-kwo-Fan, the Governor, has agreed to give up two, 
but refuses the other, who is his lieutenant and most guilty. He 
has given up, oa the requisition of the French Minister, the na- 
tive converts, who have been tortured daily at the “ Chi-Z/sien's ” 
yamun since the massacre. This clearly proves the complicity of 
the mandarins in the plot. Those delivered up were tortured in 
the most cruel manner on the rack, their knee-joints dislocated, 
their eyelids cut off, and other barbarities practised upon them, 
with the hope of extorting some confession of crimes committed 
by foreigners, 60 as to justify the massacre. No telegrams have 
arrived from home yet, and no action taken, owing to the insane 
licy of the Home Government, who send Ministers and Admirals 
ere without power to act in any emergency. Better not have 
them hore at all. I look upon this dodge of attacking the French 
asa deep stroke of policy on the part of the Chinese, on the prin- 
ciple of diviti et impera. The roast this time, the Germans or 
English next, a cunning move. This torturing business brings 
the murders home to the mandarins, as no man in China doubted 
their complicity from the beginning. If the mandarins and people 
of Tientsin are not punished as they deserve, no foreigner’s life 
would be safe in China in future. 
Our Volunteer Corps is in a high state of efficiency, and num- 
bers 400 men—horse artillery, cavalry, and infantry. We are for- 
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tunately in a position to defend ourselves against the Chinese, for, 
although we have two men-of-war in the harbour, to the lasting 
disgrace of the English Government, they have written orders not 
to land a man for the defence of Shanghai, but to let the Chinese 
burn down the town and kill as many as they could, and then they 
would come and take off the survivors, and run away from the 
cowardly Chinese. Alas! has the English Government and 
eople come so low as this ? Will the Parliament and people of 
ngland consent to be ruled in this fashion ? We want a Minister 
of character with full powers out here, and not a wasteful pan- 
derer to the Chinese like Wade, who has had the impertinence to 
request the missionaries to send in their Zitt/e bill ; however, he 
got his answer, which is a credit to the English missionaries, re- 
using to send in any bill till murder was punished. 

News has just come in from Tientsin that the demand of the 
French Minister for the punishment by death of the three man- 
darins concerned in the murders has been refused by Tseng kwo- 
Fan, and that the Chinese are preparing for war. This seems most 
likely, as they are and have been for some time chartering foreign 
vessels to take rice to Tientsin, and munitions of war and arms are 
going up to Tientsin by every steamer. The foreign Governments 
and Ministers seem struck with a fatal blindness, and will not see 
wha tis coming. The delay in avenging the massacre at Tientsin is 
fraught with extreme danger to foreigners everywhere in China, 
as fear alone now prevents a general onslaught, and wiping out 
the foreign element. Good policy requires a specdy retribution 
for this outrage on humanity. ‘There has been a general confer- 
ence between all the Ministers and admirals at Tientsin, but they 
are bound hand and foot by their respective Ilome Governments. 
The effects of the Burlingame Embassy are now beginning to tell. 
Massacres, murders, outrages, insults, treacheries, poisonings, tor- 
turings, burnings, mutilations, ravishings must go on unchecked. 
Men-of-war keep aloof and look on apothetically. Telegrams inter- 
rupted, couriers murdered, as dead men tell no tales, Accusa- 
tions of kidnapping against foreigners are spread all over the 
country, and even the /’cking Gazette contaius them, and repeats 
the lie that tho massacre at Tientsin was caused by the Consul 
firing at Chung How, thus making the Government a party to the 
pit The disgrace brought upon our country makes our blood 

il. Two more gunboats have arrived from Siigon, but no troops. 
Tientsin and the ‘l'aku Forts must be occupied, and the sooner the 
Government becomes alive to that necessity the better, otherwise 
worse will follow. 

The Burlingame swindle has done an infinity of harm in induc- 
ing the Home Governments to take all power of action from the au- 
thorities here. If Ministersand admiralsare sent here with orders not 
toactin any emergency better not have them atall. This kidnap- 
ping humbug and boiling down eyes is reproduced on all convenient 
occasions when a new row is wanted; but, as kidnapping among 
the Chinesa themselves is always going on, there is nothing new 
about it. Children or infants can be bought in most parts of 
China at sixpence each, or half the price of fowls, and even at 
six or seven years of age they can be had for two dollars, or 
nine shillings each. Besides the Europeans massacred at Tientsin, 
about sixty Cantonese were killed. Only some of those native 
Christians who were tortured have been given up, as others were 
too ill to bear removal, Are all these outrages to he condoned 
by our Minister? It remains to be proved yet whether the suf- 
ferers belonged to the French or English missions. The Chinese 
are in a state of excitement everywhere, and only wait for the 
signal to make a general onslaught on foreigners. A respect for 
their own skins has held them back ; but once let them imagine 
that killing a foreigner is not a punishable offence, and where 
would be our security from day to day, or night to night rather ? 
The Shanghai Volunteers will give them a Fittle trouble before 
all our throats are cut. 

There was « grand review of the volunteers on the 23rd July, 
when they paraded on the Racecourse, and looked very well ; all 
the companies were present. An address was made by the Chair- 
man of the Municipal Council. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to August 11th. The English 
mails of 24th June (extra) and 1st July arrived on the 9th 
August. 

Probate has been granted in the Supreme Court, on power of 
attorney, to Mr. D. R. Crawford, in the estate of Mr. Thomas 
Ash Lane, deceased. Real estate and personalty were sworn under 
$160,000. 

An index to the Ordinances of Hong Kong has been published 
by Noronha and Sons, by authority. It is neatly got up, and will 
doubtless prove a valuabie assistance in consulting the local 
Statute Book. 

The China Mail mentions a strange report concerning the 
steamer Fair Singapore, which has been trading between Hong 
Kong, Malacca and Penang for some time past. This vessel, ac- 
cording to the shipping reports, left Hong Kong on the 31st July, 
having cleared under British colours for Malacca and Penang as 
usual ; but it is asserted that she is no longer a British owned 
ship—in fact, that she has been purchased by the Rajah of Que- 
dah, manned by European sailors, and armed expressly to enable 
this Rajah to carry on tho war with the Rajah of Klang,—the 
result of a family quarrel. 
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There is a rumour current both in this colony and Macao that 
the Portuguese Government have determined on despatchinz a 
large detachmentfof their European soldiery to the East, to rein- 
force their garrisons at Goa, Timor, and Macao, and that a steamer 
called the Scythia has been chartered to proceed castwardly via the 
Suez Canal. The late revoli at Goa has, we are informed, shaken 
the confidence of the Government in the native troops, and hence 
the presence of European forces is considered a necessary precau- 
tionary measure. 

A deputation from the leading Chinese of the colony waited 
upon Mr. H. C. Caldwell, solicitor, at his office, and presented him 
with a complimentary address written on white satin with a blue 
embossed border, which was accompanied by a handsome tablet, 
as a testimonial in recognition of the professional services 
rendered by Mr. Caldwell in obtaining the release of the four 
unfortunate Chinese who were sentenced to death a few months 
ago for the murder of Constable -Mahoney at Sow-kee-wan in 
April last year, upon the-evidence of one Tang Pak-foo and two 

leged accomplices. 

THE COUNCIL MEETING. et 

After the financial statement had been made, H.E. remarked 
that twelve new ordinances would be laid on the table, which 
would be explained by the Attorney-General. The Attorney-Ge- 
neral said that the first measure was an ordinance to modify the 
restrictions and regulations of the Chinese Passengers’ Act, 1455, 
in respect of short voyages within the China seas, which pressed 
very heavily on British vessels. The second was an ordinance for 
the punishment of deported criminals, who would in future be 
tried by a jury instead of being summarily heard before a magis- 
trate as heretofore. Ifa criminal who had been deported returned 
for the second time, a flogging was provided for by the ordinance. 
The 3rd was an ordinance ‘to make provision for the enforce- 
ment of rights of re-entry by the Crown.” An advertisement in 
the Gaztie and a memorial in the Land Office was regarded 
by the stipulations of this ordinance as sufficient notice of 
resumption on the part of the Crown. The fourth was 
an ordinance “to amend the law respecting pawnbrokers.” 
This ordinance increased the time from three to six months be- 
fore the article pledged became forfeited. Another clause pro- 
vided for a fuller and more pees description of articles 
pawned, which description would have to be carefully noted upon 
the ticket supplied to the pledger. The fifth was an ordinance 
“for enabling the Governor in Council to make regulations for 
the maintenance of good order and the protection of property in 
public buildings, gardens and other places.’ The sixth was one of 
the very greatest importance. Its object was “to extend the juris- 
diction and powers of the Court of Summary Jurisdiction.” At 
present the jurisdiction was limited to $500; but there was a 
great deal of litigation now going on in a small way (say for $700 
or $800), and they were cascs which did not justify the parties 
in incurring the great expense of proceedings in the Supreme 
Court. One of the advantages of the Small Court also was that 
there was none of that delay of process and hearing which was 
inseparable from the higher Court ; a person came in on a Tues- 
day, and he got his judgment in half an hour, and nothing more 
was necessary. Parties in such cases preferred to sacrifice the ba- 
lance of their claims, over 2500, rather than incur the great expense 
of Supreme Court proceedings, and endure the delay caused by a 
case dragging through the higher Court. It was proposed to 
extend the limit to $1,000, and he thought it would be a great 
convenience to the public were such extension effected. There 
were also other powers, such as power to issue writs of foreign 
attachment and power given by the garnishee clauses, which it 
would be well for the Summary Court to possess to facilitate the 
disposal of business. 

he 7th was an ordinance “ to amend Ordinance No. 8 of 1860, 
and to make further provision in relation to the administration 
of the estates and effects of deceased persons.” It often hap- 
pened that Chinese fell sick and went away to Macao, Canton, 
and other places on the mainland, where they died, leaving their 
property behind ; and the manager or accountant of the shop 
would frequently collect and clear out the whole of the property, 
leaving creditors unpaid. Unless the shop were taken charge of, 
this could not be prevented. It is proposed to give the Official 
Administrator power to take charge and keep in safety, all pro- 
perty belonging to any person as soon as he hears of the death of 
the said person, until probate be obtained or the property be other- 
wise arranged. One clause placed debts under seal, specialty or 
bond debts, in the same category as common debts ; while another 
section sought to relieve executors from the possibility of annoy- 
ance after an estate is wound up. The eighth, an ordinance 
“io amend the law respecting the liabilities of innkeepers,” 
was the next measure referred to. The A. G. remarked that, 
as the place was increasing in population, and we were get- 
ting large hotels, dc., it would be only keeping pace with the 
times to adapt the law of 1863 to this colony. By that 
Act it was provided that the liability of innkeepers should 
not exceed £30; and two sections of this Act might be seen, 
framed and glazed, standing in the office of every hotel at home. 
It was now proposed to apply the same remedy here; the sum 
being fixed at $100. ‘The ninth was an ordinance “ for compen- 
sating the families of persons killed by accidents arising from 
ye poor It was based upon Lord Campbell’s Act, which pro- 
vided that damages be claimed from stage coach proprietors, rail- 
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way. companies,-&c., for deaths by negligence. The tenth was an 
ordinance .“ for the reciprocal surrender by the.Governments of 
Hong Kong and Macao of certain fugitives {from justice.’ The 
eleventh was “ for the recovery of costs in civil proceedings by or 
against the Crown.” Crown costs are made the same as those be- 
tween party and party, and the law is assimilated to the law of 
England. The last ordinance was a measure “to make further 
provision in relation to criminal law and procedure.”

SAIGON. 
Advices extend to August 17 ; the London mail of July 7, with 
telegrams to the 29th, was received on. August 5. By this mail 
the news was received of the declaration of war between France 
and Prussia. The Governor of the colony had acted most hand- 
somely under the circumstances, and with the greatest considera- 
tion for the interests of trade, as will be seen by the following 
translation of an official notification relative to German vessels, 
dated August 6 :—“ Prussian vessels coming in without having 
had notice of the war will be permitted to avail of the grace 
granted to those vessels already in port. All Prussian vessels 
leaving Hong Kong before August 6 will be considered as not 
having notice of the war. The grace granted to Prussian vessels 
now in port, and also to those arriving without having knowledge 
of the war, is fixed at fifteen days from the date of this notifica- 
tion. Prussian vessels leaving Saigon will receive a ‘Sauf con- 
duit,’ valid for six days. It,is perfectly understood that these 
tolerations will cease if the crews of the said vessels commit any 
offence against the safety of the colony, or if Prussian cruisers 
eppeat at Cape St. James.” 
e have received a synoposis of the export of rice from Saigon

IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAI.—A considerable business in all kinds of Grey Cotton 
goods had been transacted since the ‘departure of the English mail ; 
7 Ib. Shinings and 6 and 7 lb. T-Cloths of the lower counts had com- 
mandcd most attention, and sellers had succeeded in establishing a 
slight advance in the value of these. The demand for them continued. 
Sales of Drills were reported at rather better rates for American goods, 
and Jeans were still inquired for at an improvement on last quota- 
tions. Chintzcs were still wanted, but the dealers were slow to respond 
to the demands of holders, and there had not been much done in con- 
sequence. In other kinds of Cotton manufactures there was little 
noticeable change. Woollens: Camlets and Long Ells had been settled 
in small lots at about previous quotations. Spanish Stripes were lc. 
per yard higher—C.P.H. being quoted Tls. 0.5.1 to 0.5.14 per yard. 
The transactions were few. Figured Orleans: Only small sales re- 
ported; no change in valuc. Quotations (duty paid) :—G.E. Grey 
Shirtings, 7 Ibs., Tls. 1.7.8 to 1.8.5 per piece; 8} to 8} Ibs., Ts. 2.1.8 
to 2.2.7; ; G.E. White Shirtings, Tls. 1.7.5 to 2.4.0; American Drills, 
Tls, 3.2.8 to 3.4.7 ; Jeans, Tis. 2.5.9 to 2.6.0; English Drills, Tls. 3.1.0 
to 3.2.0; Jeans, Tls. 2.2.5 to 2.3.5 ; Dutch Drills, Tis. 2.9.8 to 3.0.5; 
Jeans, Tis. 2.2.0 to 2.3.0. 

Hono Koxo.—Messre. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :—Since 
the despatch of the English mail no sales of English Yarns have been 
reported, and as there are few or no inquiries rates are nominally quoted 
€1 lower. Grey Shirtings of 7 lbs. and 8.4 Ibs. weights are in better 
demand, and are more firmly held; sales, however, have been small. 
Values of T-Cloths arc supported, but transactions have been limited. 
Drills are still neglected. Molders of Quicksilver are very firm in de- 
manding $70 on the spot. 

SAIGON.—There had been no improvement in the demand for Picce 
Goods, the market remaining overstocked; the nominal quotations 
were :—Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., $2.90 to 2.95; do., 7lbs., $2.55 to

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KIUKIANG AND ITS VICINITY. 
(Concluded from No. 365.) 


Just above the waterfall there is a tiny, rubble-built, tile-roofed 
cot, containing a stone altar and a painted image of the Dragon 
God, a sort of Chinese Neptune, who is supposed to be supreme in 
pools, rivers, and tho sea. Incense sticks were burning before the 
image, and a mat was provided for its devotecs to kneel on. The 

uestion suggests itsclf—may not some of the practices of the 
mish Church have been borrowed from the traditions of such 
remote and sequestered shrines as this, which abound in the Far 
East? At the confluence of threc streams in the valley we came 
upon a square mass, like solid masonry, blocking the way with 
architrave and a pediment, bulging and,rounded, to the thickness 
of ‘a ship’s mast. Above the rocks are castellated natural ram- 
parts, as sharp as needles, reminding us of the Aiguilles of the 
Swiss Alps. till ascending, we reach the imposing Solomon’s 
Seat, with large ovate parallel-veined leaves, and axillary drooping 
white flowers—the Clematis, or Traveller’s Joy, and the Royal 
Fern ; the pretty little Lapsana Communis, or Nipple-wort ; a 
species of Smilax, or Sarsaparilla ‘plant ; a splendid Saxifrage, 
with extravagantly elongated inferior petals ; a species of Mallow ; 
the Comaram Palustre, or marsh Cinque-foil ; a rosaceous plant 
with heath-like pinkish-white flowers ; the Gladiolus, or Cornflag ; 
and Wistaria, a shrub cultivated in all the Botanic gardens of 
Europe, being admirably adapted for training along walls, and 
producing an amazing display of crimson flowers. 

At the height of 2,000 feet the character of the rock was en- 
tirely changed, being composed of micaceous shale and friable 
sand-stone grit. ere I seemed to be just within a few steps of 
the summit, when lo! following the path, and reaching the 
shoulder of the hill, height on height, like Alp on Alp, became 
apparent; their lofty peaks seemed as high above me as ever, with 
the cloud-rack resting on the grass. Here I found a specimen of 
the Stop-awhile Acacia, bristling with spines, which, however, are 
really abortive branches, like a. hawthorn bush, and much more 
formidable, the spines being upwards of three inches in length 
and conical, thick and pointed, like Minie bullets. The branches 
have a curious tendency to convolution, or twisting inwards, upon 
themselves, and woe to the twig or brig that once gets within its 
stealthy coil! The shrub is as full of dead wood and withered 
branches as if it were the counterpart of Saturn, devouring its 
own children ; while the graceful and delicate foliage above, con- 
trasting with the contorted thorns below, suggest recollections of 
the Laocoon. 

We observed a creeper with large cordate leaves, with no other 
means of attachment to the flint-faced rock than minute sucker- 
like fleshy bodies, which agglutinate themselves (so to speak) with 
the fibres of moss, gangermannia, and lichen growing beneath, 
and so float and grow, and grow and float, bound down, as it were, 
rather than rooted to the spot. 

Here I found a variety of Alocasia of the Arum and Taro 
family, with a crown of thirteen ovate-lanceolate leaves, having 
long thread-like points, beautifully chequered culm and scape 
containing the inflorescence—the maturing pollen evolving palen- 
pable heat at the time—the whole plant being about three feet 
high. Tere, too, was a centiped, three inches long, marked with 
sixty-four pretty yellow bands, and as many articulations, each 
with two pairs of hooked feet on either side, the total number 
being 256. The native name corresponds with ours, “Peh choh 
tsung,” or hundred-footed insect. A number of boys, out for a 
holiday, accompanied me in a search for the eggs of certain 
Gasterapodons Mollusca, and we collected about a dozen perfect 
miniatures of the egg of the common fowl, somewhat less than a 
garden pea in size. 

Several inscriptions on the different Temples of the Dragon 
King are decipheranle, though not very instructive. They run 
thus: “When the clouds gather, it will rain” (a very Delphic 
prediction); “the majestic spirit of the Dragon Deity will cer- 
tainly influence the elements as you desire;” “may the rain spirit 
go abroad over the earth;” “may favouring gales blow under 
the whole Heavens;” ‘The mountain stream has a pleasant 
sound;” “The Dragon Grotto is the haunt of Genii,” &c., &c. The 
Ribbon-grass, and Redmace grow luxuriantly up here; and we 
passed a delightful thicket of Chesnut copse, with Woodbine-box, 
and Barberry, and the lustrous Silver Birch. Among the plants 
we noticed the Enchanters Nightshade, the Nastertium or Indian 
Cress, the Mountain Fern, the Hymenophyllum, or Filmy Fern, 
and the Verbascum, or Flannel-plant. ‘Two distinct species of 
Bamboo grow here ; one, the woody branch species, which throws 
out a succession of leafy branches from opposite sides of the trunk 
at intervals of a foot, looks very graceful and feathery at a distance ; 
the other, at present leafless, running up to a height of thirty 
feet, and as flexible as a fishing rod, with nothing but its beauti- 
ful green bark to indicate that it is living, produces the edible 
sprouts gathered at this season. The young shoots, growing in 
pairs above the rings of the trunk, are just beginning to show 
themselves, bursting their protective shcathes, the lowermost first. 
These sheathes are about a foot long, and adhere closely to tho 
upper margin of the internode ; when they have served their pur- 
pose they are forced off by the growing shoots. 

In the groen retreats of this bamboo grove I came upon a 
woodman’s hut, formed of sticks and dry grass. His bed con- 
sisted of a layer of straw, laid upon some stones, and his only 
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furniture was a flint and. steel and some ignitable paper. Just 
outside the door, on the face of the cliffs, were three rough un- 
hewn stones, erected tablet fashion, but without any inscription or 
image. A horizontal slab lay between, and, in front, were the re- 
mains of numerous incense sticks and the ashes of paper-money, 
burnt in honour of the Deity. Were these the offerings of some 
devout adorer of the Great Spirit, or was tho worshipper merely 
chin-chinning the stones, or the hill where they are laid? The 
ancient Egyptians worshipped the garlic and the leek, and the 
Chinese worship the melon to thisday. After sunset we observed 
some glowworms, which the natives at first took for the ghosts of 
the departed. . 

At eight next morning I started for the Loo San mountain, the 
highest point being 5,000 feet above the level of the river. I think 
there is no better travelling provision for pedestrians than cheese 
and bread, or biscuit and tea ; it answered our purpose uncommonly 
well. . We saw two varieties of the Chesnut, the Alder, Oak, La- 
burnum, Hawthorn, Hazel, Vaccinium, Wild Rose, and Portu 
Laurel, and heard the flute-like note of the Hwang-choh, which 
may possibly be some variety of the canary. A fresh cool breeze 
blows on these heights, and we obtain a magnificent view of the 
narrow valley, from which we have ascended, and the great plain 
beyond, diversified by clusters of little mound-like green hills, 
and watered by innumerable rivulets, flowing on to the lakes below, 
and intersecting in their progress broad tracts of standing corn. 
At intervals, in the cloud-rack, we could trace the line of shore— 
Kiukiang with its foreign hongs, and, to the right, the fine seven- 
storied Pagoda. Likea great gleaming girdle, the river encloses the 
view and mects the distant horizon. Some of the peaks and heights 
beyond us are rugged and bare, but most of them are smoothly en- 
amelled with herbage and shrubs ; the projecting points of rock are 
formed of flint-stone and hard mica-schist. In a cave or hollow 
underneath an immense slab of gneiss we found four images 
carved in sandstone, but mutilated and overgrown with lichen. 
Two of them looked like helmeted warriors, with girdles and 
flowing robes. The features were long and oval, of an Indian 
rather than a Chinese type. A new head had been cut for one of 
these, and the new material contrasted badly with the old. The 
largest of the four wasan image of Fuh or Buddha, about two feet 
in height. The features are long and oval, the ears large, and 
the hair long. He sits with one leg crossed over the other, and 
wearing a loose priest's robe with wide sleeves and open bosom, 
pantaloons, shoes, and a foliated crown with a miniature of the 
coming Buddha in the crest. Before him there are a stone trough, 
for incense sticks, and slips of stone bearing the inscription 
“ When the rain does not come opportunely pray to Buddha.” 

We reached the bare summit of Cock’s Head Mountain, so 
named from a peculiarly-shaped mass of rock, poised on a very 
narrow base, three hours and a half after we lcft the bungalow. 
There was no higher point within view, but we afterwards learned 
that we were still 1,000 feet below the highest point ; across the 
farther valley, hidden in mist, lay the triple peak of Loo Shan. 

We commenced the descent at noon, and, after some 500 feet 
we rashly forsook the beaten track for the course of the torrent, 
which we resolved to follow, hoping thus to make a short cut to 
the bungalow. But, like many other “short cuts,” it proved a 
long one in the end and perilous in the extreme. The gorge pre- 
sented the appearance of a miniature grove of shrubby Oak, Birch, 
and Chesnut, with Elder and Azalia bushes, Wild Rose, and Bram- 
ble, and a profusion of wild flowers. Wo noticed the Wistaria 
and Laburnum shrubs, the Senecio Speciosus, Corydalis or Yellow 
Kumitory, Ornithogallum or Star of Bethlehem, Greater Snap- 
dragon, Potentilla Graticosa, Stellaria Graminea, Phaseolius Ra- 
diatus, and Actea Racemosa. Here we swung down a ledge of 
rocks, by the aid of some overhanging boughs, and qiisached our 
thirst at a spring, from which, perhaps, mortal man never drank 
before. Here we found a four-square basin, into which pours 
water, as clear as crystal, ovor a natural breast-work of pure white 
marble. And here was a spotted snake, ten or twelve feet long, 
fondling and trying to rouse again to life the exanimate form of 
one of her young serpent brood. The water pours down a preci- 

ice of forty feet here, and we had to reclimb the hill, and 

escend again at a lower point with infinite labour and pains. At 
length we struck into the mountain path, and soon overtook some 
woodmen returning with their daily load, whom we followed to 
the bungalow, which we reached at 3.15 p.m., thoroughly used up 
with our exertions. In spite of our fatigue, however, we manag 
to return to Kiukiang tha same evening, having thoroughly en- 
joyed our excursion, which isa delightful and inspiriting change 
from the monotony of Shanghai or Hankow in the spring or au- 
tumn of the year. The temperature is at all times eight or nine 
degrees lower than at those cities of the plain, and the district 
offers a field of exploration and observation to the botanist and 
the geologist which is probably unsurpassed in China. 





THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE, * 
(DAILY NEWS. ) 

Accounts from China continue to inform us that a fecling of the 
greatest insecurity exists and is spreading among the Europeans in all 
parts of the country. It is reported that the natives are everywhere 
assuming an insolent aud menacing attitude towards them. The hos- 
tility of the populace is easily traceable to the machinations of the 
Mandarins. Those who are most competent to form an opinion on

the subject do not hesitate to regard these facts ‘as the premonitory 

symptoms of approaching violence on a large scale. In some quar- 
ters, indeed, eerious apprehensions are expressed that the Chinese arc 
meditating ao general rising avainst the foreign communitics in their 
midst. It is said that the Government, elated at the progress recently 
made by its troops, under European instruction, in the arts of war, 
imagines itself now to be quite a match for the *‘ Outside Barbarians.’ 
It is, consequently, no longer at any pains to conceal its hatred and 
contempt for them, and does not consider it worth while to tuke the 
simplest steps to protect them from insult, and even outrage, on the 
art of its subjects. At the various settlements and Treaty Ports, the 
ritish and other European residents are busily preparing for their 
defence. After the massacre at Tientain it is only prudent that they 
should hold themselves in readiness for the worst. They know not 
when or on what excuse a similar crime may be attempted against 
themselves. At Shanghai, Hankow, and other centres of trade they 
are arming and forming themselves into regiments, and a portion of 
our squadron in the China seas has been ordered up the river Peiho. 
At the same time it is possible that in the end all this alarm may 
tarn out to be groundless. Communications from Peking tend more 
and more to prove that the murder of the French Consul, Priests, and 
Sisters of Mercy at Tientsin was the result of special hostility towards 
them, and not of any general hostility towards foreigners and foreign 
intervention. It has been the policy of the French in China to isolate 
themselves as much as practicable in thcir intercourse with the native 
authorities from the other nations officially represented in the Empire. 
Even at Shanghai they have refused to unite with the rest of the 
foreign community, and have established a settlement of their own 
with a distinct municipal organisation. They have always been care- 
ful to imprese their national individuality on the Chinese, and the per- 
petrators of the Tientain massacre seem fully to have recognised it. 
After the tragedy had been concluded, we hear that bands of ruffians 
went round the city seizing all the foreigners and Christians they could 
meet with, and carrying them before the local magistrates. As soon 
as it was ascertained that they were neither French nor connected with 
the French mission, they were released without further molestation. 
. But even with regard to the French, the Imperial Government has 
indicated, we are told, extreme anxicty to avoid a collision. Officials 
of eminence have been sent to the missionarics belonging to the 
Peitang, or North Cathedral, to assure them of their security. The 
resolution to despatch Chung How, the Superintendent of Trade, who is 
supposed to have been implicated in the Tientsin riot, on the projected 
embassy of apology to France, has been adopted for the purpose of pun- 
ishing him. Instead of accepting his appointment as a compliment, he is 
ramoured to have been go unwilling to take it as to have committed sui- 
cide in preference. In the capital itself extraordinary measures have been 
adopted to maintain order. The forcign Ministers have been given to 
understand that a large force has been summoned to the city for their 
protection and that of their countrymen; and sufficient confidence ig 
placed in these representations to have induced them to remain there, 
at all events for the present. But beyond its own immediate vicinity 
the Government at Pekiug has little practical authority. As far ag 
the remotcr portions of his dominions are concerned, the “ Brother of 
the Moon” might just as well be residing on the surface of his celes- 
tial relative as where he now resides. At Tientsin the Prefect did not 
scruple to issue a proclamation which he knew would be displeasing 
to the Imperiil Government, and which served as a direct incentive to 
the calamitous outbreak which followed. The kidnapping of children 
is one of the commonest of Chinese offences. Hither to entice or carry 
away girls and boys with the object of selling them as slaves, or worse, 
if not a recognised, is at least a lucrative trade in China. Besides 
this, it is said the hearts, eyes, and other parts of children are 
the bases of some of the most valuable and efficacious prepa- 
rations in the Chinese Pharmacopaia. It cannot be doubted that 
the French Sisters of Mercy were, with the connivance of the 
French Consul, in the habit, not indeed of stealing, but of purchasing 
children, and, not improbably, from persons who had stolen them. 
One great secret of the success of the Catholic propagandists in China 
has invariably been the facility with which they have conformed to the 
native customs, and the ingenuity with which they have incorporated 
Chinese superstitions, and sanctified them by a union, with their own. 
“The wise and broad views of the Jesuits,” we are reminded by no 
mean authority, “permitted the worship of Heaven, the worship of 
Confucius, and the worship of the dead as pardonable, nay, as calutary 
appendages to Christian doctrine.” It is not, therefore, surprising if 
the Chinese should have drawn the inference that in other things, in- 
cluding medicine, Catholic usage was not wholly dissimilar to their 
own. This suspicion gained ground, and gradually became a convic- 
tion when it was discovered that the missionaries were particularly de- 
sirous of obtaining posscssion of children who were on the point of 
death. We know that they were zealous to bring their souls formally 
within the fold of the Church. The Chinese, however, thought that they 
procured their bodies for chemical manipulation in the laboratory. 
This injurious prejudice led to the catastrophe which we all deplore. 
But under the circumstances it is difficult to perceive how it could 
have been avoided. 














If it could be reasonably supposed that there is any real danger of an ° 


effort by the Chincse to expel or extirpate Europeans from amongst them, 
the duty of Great Britain and the other civilised Powers interested would 
be plain, and distinct enough. As for missionaries, whether Catholic 
or Protestant, they go out among the heathen on their own responsi- 
bility, with their lives in their hands, and if their pious labours should 
be rewarded with the crown of martyrdom, it is no more than thcy 
expect, or perhaps desire. Of courae, as preachers of the Gospel of 
peace, they would be the Jast to wish that thcir fate should be made 
the pretext for further bloodshed. But ministers and merchants stand 
on a wholly different footing. They are in China from less exalted 
but, by the worldly, much more easily appreciated motives. -Their 
‘safety is guaranteed by the Governments they represent, or to which 
they still owe allegiance. Their security is stipulated by treaties 
which we are bound to support—by diplomacy if it may be—but if not 
by diplomacy, then with the strong arm. 
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: THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

The proceedings of the British Aszociation at Liverpool have at- 
tracted to that great centre of comimerce an unugual gathering of 
savans. On the 17th instant there was 4 so/ee in connection with the 
meeting of the Association, given by the Mayor of Liverpool, at which 
about 1,500 persons attended. Fine pictures, choice china, antique 
gems were exhibited in absolute profusion on the occasion; but the 
great attraction was a display of Japanese enamels, kindly lent and 
arranged for the occasion by Mr. J. I. Bowes, and that are without 
The genuine Japanese work seems to be not only unknown 
to European collectors, but to be unknown even to those who have 
lived in the country and studied its art. There arc but three speci- 
mens in the South Kensington Museum, and the manufacture is not 
even referred to in Siebold's great work on Japan. ‘The collection 
consists of sixty-two pieces, and comprises a great variety of articles, 
large and small. There are vases, dishes, cups, plates, teapots, a kettle, 
and many other things, noarly every one of which must have been the 
result of a life of labour. The basis is in all cases of copper, and on 
this a pattern of exquisite fineness, and generally of much elegance, 
has been formed by soldering gold wire to the surface. Into the little 
cups or hollows thus made the cnamcl pastes have been deposited, and 
then burnt in, and the surface finally polished to perfect smovothness. 

BISHOPS IN CHINA. 

A disagreement has taken placo between the Bishop of Victoria 
(Hong Kong), who is now in England, and the Church Missionary 
Society, the latter of whom have been seeking powers to bring about 
a division of episcopal jurisdiction in China, whereby it was proposed 
to place clergymen unconnected with the Church Missionary Society 
under the episcopal rule of one of their missionaries, to be cousccrated 
for the purpose. Such a course the Lishop of Victoria thinks would 
be so objectionable to chaplains, and to many influential Jaymen in 
North China, that he could not bea party to the measure. The matter is 
to be referred to the Primate. ‘The gentleman selecied for the proposed 
new bishopric is the Rev. W. A. Russell, M.A., who has been stationed 
at Ningpo. We understand that Bishop Alford has endeavoured, but 
unsuccesslully, to obtain a decision in the matter from the Foreign- 
office. The division of episcopal jurisdiction is, in our opinion, wholly 
unnecessary, and if carried out will—considcring the preponderating 
missionary element among the clergy in China—reduce the present 
bishop practically to a noncntity. 

Eartaquake aT Bartanc.—The Calcutta correspondent of The 
Times writes:—The Roman Catholic Bishop at Batang, on the con- 
fines of Thibet, China, and Burmah, sends to India a terrible account 
of an earthquake in that region affecting an area of 180 by 90 miles. 
The event occurred on the 11th of April, and his last letter is dated 
the 80th of May. Considering that the missionaries there can com- 
municate only by Shanghai, the transit of the lettera has been rapid. 
Last year, it may be remembered, there was a very destructive earth- 
quake in the, in one sense, adjoining British district of Cachar. A 
shock at five in the morning and a stronger shock at noon were fol- 
lowed at sunset by an earthquake which levelled the whole town and 
killed or bruised half the population. ‘The missionaries escaped to 
their garden, and only one of their servants perished. The “large 
and splendid ” Lamascrai, inhabited by 3,000 Lamazg, fell with a crash. 
The Chinese official reportz, which Dr. Chauveau tells us are a little 
exaggcrated, estimate the loss of human life at 413 Lama priests, 57 
soldiers, and 2,812 ‘‘common people.”’ <A serics of earthquake shocks 
were felt as far as Pung-mon-tang, the place at which Mr. ‘I’. T. Cooper 
met Seer Suggut Sing, the Nepaulese Ambassador, in 1868. ‘I'he 
village and many others are destroyed, and so many of the authorities 
and the soldiers have been buried under the ruins of their houses that 
“ robbers, like wild beasts, 1un everywhere.” To conclude in the 
Bishop’s own words, “the Imperial highway from Peking to Lhassa 
seems, and is said to be now, totally impracticable near Kong-dze-tin 
by the fall of a mountain and the sudden upheaving of a new one.” 

Lavno# oF THE “Trent.”—The London and Glasgow Engineering 
and Iron Shipbuilding Company have launched from their yard at 
Govan a screw steamer of 1,500 tons, and of the following dimen- 
sions :—Length, 252 feet; breadth, 32 feet; depth of hold, 16 feet. 
She ia built to the order of Messrs. J. A. Dunkerley and Co., Hull, 
ig to be fitted by the builders with machinery of the most improved 
construction for economising fuel, and will be commodiously and com- 
fortably fitted up for a limited number of passengers. The ceremony 
of naming the vessel the Trent was performed by Miss Fowler, daugk- 
ter of Captain Fowler, senior captain of Messrs. Dunkerley and Co.'s 
fleet. We believe this vessel is intended for the India and China trade, 
via the Suez Canal. 

THE Donegal, screw line-of-battle ship, under the command of Capt 
H. P. Miller, recently promoted to post rank from the command of the 
Salamis, despatch paddle steamer, arrived at Portsmouth on the 24th 
inst. from China, with officers, seamen, and marines on board who have 
been serving in several of Her Majesty’s ships in the Chinese and 
Japanese seas. They have been paid off and recommissioned at Hong 
Kong during the past summer, and comprise 142 officers, 151 marines, 
950 seamen, and 21 invalids. The ships in which they have been 
serving consist of tho Ocean (flagship), Cormorant, Zebra, Rioaldo, 
Icarus, Leven, Banterer, Starling, Firm, Algerine, Salamis, aud Princess 
Charlotte. The Donegal sailed from Hong Kong for England on the 
24th of May, calling in at the Cape of Good Hopo on the 2nd of August, 
and at St. Helena on the 15th of August. Five deaths occurred on 
board during the voyage. 

From Coylon we Icarn that the Government is about to establish a 
good Pali library, and in this they have the co-operation of Mr. Jamcs 
D’Alwis, who has collected a large number of MSS., and who has in 
the press a catulogue in two volumes. 

We are informed that a grammar of tho Siamese language is to be 
published at Bangkok, by J. T. Jones, D, D., for many ycars a resident 
in that country.

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THE LAW’S DELAY IN APPEAL CASES. 

Yer another voico reaches us—this time from Ceylon— 
complaining of the intolerable injury inflicted by the “law's 
“ delay” in the hearing of appellate cases. Mr. THomas Dick- 
SON writes from Strathearn House, Crieff, to the editor of the 
Ceylon Observer, exposing the grievous injustice which Her 
Masesty’s Indian and Colonial subjects labour under, in what 
he pithily describes as the “ dead-lock in appeals to the QUEEN 
in Council.” This gentleman is one of the sufferers alluded 
to in the leading articles on this subject, which appeared in 
The Times early in July. In his present letter he states the 
astounding fact that be is compelled to wait until three hun- 
dred aud fifty cases are disposed of before any appeal from 
Ceylon can be listened to. Even after reaching that Ultima 
Thule of redress or rectification, Mr. Dickson does not say 
that his cause stands first or early on the Cingalese list. 
We may judge then what will be the fate of others who 
have the misfortune to be engaged in litigation more 
recent than his, and whose final appeals are therefore 
not likely to be heard until another batch of—say 350— 
cases may have accrued. We feel it our duty, even in the 
midst of anxieties s1 momentous as the war which is con- 
vulsing Europe, and the disturbances which threaten the vi- 
tality of our national and commercial relations with China, 
to give all the publicity which our circulation commands to 
an injustice so pregnant with evil, and a cause of suffering so 
easily remedied. Bis dat qui cito dat isa maxim which, if 
applicable to any necessity, is trebly applicable to the demand 
for justice. That the “law’s delay” was wisely included 
among the greatest calamities “that flesh is heir to” it 
needed not the authority of SHakgSPeaRE to confirm. 
Which of us has not, at some time or other in his life, been 
dragged into litigation of which the one desideratum was the 
end? Which of us has not felt that, in the very fact of the 
possibility of appeal, lay the seeds of ultimate unjust 
triumph? Which of us has not felt that a good cause needs 
nothing but honest evidence and patient cross-examination, 
to elicit the truth—that the “law’s delay,” or (to put the 
case more ad rem) the “dead-lock” in appeal, means the 
tampering with witnesses, their impairment of memory, even 
their removal by death ? 

Economy is the watchword of our present Government. 
But “economy,” if it is understood by the Premier (as who 
shall say of the translator of Homer that it is not ?), is not 
so well understood by the Liberal constituencies which s0 
persistently press upon him and his colleagues the reduction 
of the number of judges below the requirements of a con- 
tinually expanding Empire. They have their County Courts, 
where they can settle their disputes, if not amicably at 
least promptly. They know nothing of the carking care 
of protracted litigation, the disquiet of the mind, the un- 
hinging of the faculties, the loss of opportunity, the “ wear 
and tear” consequent on an appeal to an earthly Conrt 
of Justice, which borrows for itself the title of “Supreme.” 
Our chject in writing thus is simply to draw the attention 
of our readers in all parts of the Far East to the grievous 
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injuries under which they labour, in common with brother- 
colonists everywhere, in the undue, inexplicable, and inex- 
cusable withholding of justice, by which estates are ruined, 
families impoverished, and suitors “killed off ” under the 
| party-cry of “retrenchment.” Justice delayed is justice de- 
| nied. Increase, then, the number of the counsellors who 
| have the decision of cases under appeal, so far at least that 
' justice may be not only wise but prompt. The considera- 
tion of this object, beneficial to all alike, is not unworthy to 
engage the attention of Chambers of Commerce throughout 
the East, and to them we commend it. So glaring an illus- 
tration of the iniquity of the present system, as is disclosed 
by Mr. Dicxson’s letter, they could scarcely be prepared for. 


THE MAILS. 

WE understand that the directors of the Messageries Na- 
tionales, late Messageries Imperiales, intend to maintain 
their fortnightly service to India and China. The Posr- 
MASTER-GENERAL has announced that correspondence by 
these packets should be posted on Wednesday instead of 
Friday, owing to the detention now caused in the transit to 
Marseilles by Tours instead of Paris. This is simply a pre- 
cautionary step, and is not, of course, to be taken as positive. 
The mails by the P. and O. steamers will be despatched as 
usual on Friday, and may probably be three days en route, 
the steamer being detained the necessary time. The out- 
ward mail of 16th inst. (French) was despatched on that 
day, and it is not known at what time it reached 
Marseilles, owing to the uncertain state of communication. 
The inward mail arrived on Monday, the 19th (the due date), 
the P. and O. steamer having arrived at Marseilles some 
twenty-four hours before her time, which counterbalanced 
the increased time of transit to London. The last mails via 
Brindisi, due on 17th, did not arrive until the 20th, having 
to take the Brenner Pass and German lines to Munich, 
Brussels, and Ostend, instead of the Mont Cenis and Paris 
route. Outward correspondence by Brindisi should be 
posted on Wednesday, instead of Saturday, morning. We 
may also mention that the P. and O. steamers, from South- 
ampton, wiil, for the present, call off Lisbon, to land mails, 
owing to the stoppage of tho route through France. Our 
communication with Paris is still maintained by circuitous 
routes, but the time varies from thirty to sixty hours. The 
delay is uccasioned, not only by the transit of troops and 
stores, but also by cut lines On the 19th and 20th no 
letters or papers were received from Paris. The wires are 
equally uncertain. 


TELEGRAPHIC EXTENSIONS. 

Mr. Henry C. Forns, of the firm of Forne and Crark, 
engineers to the British Indian Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany and British Australian Telegraph Company, proceeds 
by the present mail to Batavia, accompanied by his assistant, 
Mr. Frank Lampert, via Brindisi, for the purpose of su- 
perintending the laying of the cables between Batavia and 
Singapore, and thence to Penang and Madras. It has been 
decided to lay the cables in this manner, in order to secure 
the finest weather for crossing the Bay of Bengal. The first 
section, from Batavia to Singapore, on board the Hibernia, is 
about 580 knots, and weighs over 2,000 tons ; and the laying 
will probably commence in the first week in November. The 
second section is on board the William Cory and Scanderia, 
about 800 knots, and weighing over 2,500 tons. This will 
probably reach to the Nicobar Islands, and the remaining 
portion, to reach Madras, about 1,000 knots and 1,700 tons 
weight, is on board the Edinburgh. It is expected that she 
will arrive at Madras before the end of December. Assum- 
ing that this will be successfully accomplished, our tele- 
graphic communication with Hong Kong will then be re- 
duced to six days. This gap will be completed next year, 
the cable being now under construction. 


THE TIENTSIN OUTRAGES. 

The leaders in the daily papers upon the outrages at 
Tientsin are unanimous in demanding prompt action and 
redress from the Chinese Government, not excluding The 
Times. This is a great satisfaction, and it seems that 
the weight of the correspondence which they have pub- 


| lished is so overwhelming that they have been constrained at 
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last to advocate our rights. It is of the highest importance 





that our bearing towards China should be firm. We must 
not forget that it was the prestige of our arms in China 
which enabled Lord Exarn to negotiate a peaceful treaty with 
Japan, and the Japanese are now watching our proceedings 
in China with great interest. There can be no doubt what- 
ever that if we submit to indignities from China we may pre- 
pare to do so in Japan. 





THE BLUE-BOOK ON JAPAN. 


(SECOND NOTICE.) 

The summaries given by Sir Harry S. Parkes, Her Majesty’s 
Consul General, show, by comparing the transactions of 1869 with 
those of 1868, an increase in 1869 in foreign imports of more 
than $2,000,000, and a decrease in Japancse exports of nearly 
$9,000,000. This disparity between the import and export trade 
has however been balanced by the exportation to foreign coun- 
tries of Japanese coin as bullion to the amount, it is estimated, 
of $10,000,000. If these bullion dealings and the sale of vesscls 
at the various ports, amounting to about $1,500,000, be taken into 
account, the total transactions of 1869 will be found to corre- 
spond closely in amount to those of 1868. A summary of the 
movements of foreign shipping in Japan shows a very consider- 
able increase both in British shipping and that of all other 
countries, the former having advanced from 192,815 tons in 1868 
to 398,264 tons in 1869, or an increase of 205,449 tons, and the 
latter having advanced from 389,581 tons in 1863 to 645,141 tons 
in 1869, or an increase of 255,560 tons. 

These summaries of Sir Harry Parkes are supplemented by lucid 
reports from the five Consulates under his jurisdiction. Consul 
Lowder, writing from Yokohama (which the Government, ignoring 
commercial usage and popular advancement, persist in still calling 
by its effete name, Kanagawa), reports a falling off in the direct 
import and export trade of that principal port, from and to Great 
Britain and other countries, of about $8,000,000. This decrease 
arises from the exports alone, the imports representing a value of 
about $250,000 more than those of 1868. But, though smaller, 
Mr. Consul Lowder reports the trade of 1869 to have been, on the 
whole, surer than in the previous year. The consumption of yarn 
increased from 36,000 to 51,000 piculs; and in shirtings there 
were 527,834 pieces seal ela in 1869, against 519,156 pieces in 
1868. Camlets, formerly a staple, appear to have gone entirely 
out of fashion, while business in biakets, fancy goods, metals 
and arms was mostly of an unremunerative nature. A marked, 
increase in the demand and price of such articles as Saigon rice, 
China cotton, oil, &c., was perceptible during the last three months. 
The import of sugar and sugar candy increased $200,000. ‘Taf- 
fachelass, an article manufactured chiefly in Switzerland in former 
years, was always saleable. Among exports, there was a great 
falling off in silk and tea, though, if the returns had been com- 
piled in June, at the end of which month the tea and silk sea- 
sons commence, Mr. Lowder thinks that the season 1869-70 would 
not compare unfavourably with that of 1868-9. Supplies of silk- 
worms’ eggs reached the market much later than the year before, 
and, in total, have been only 1,400,000 cards, against 2,100,000. 
The export of tea shows a great falling off—only 8,601,299 lbs, 
against, 1868, 11,598,734 lbs. The season has, however, been 
satisfactory as to quality, and the Japanese have obtained at least 
25 per cent. over prices of the previous year. The shipping re- 
turns show an immense increase, but this cannot be taken as show- 
ing a proportionate increase in the trade of the port, a large pro- 
portion of vessels having left in ballast. 

Mr. Consul Gower reports from Hiogo and Osaka that, having 
found the Custom-house data unreliable, the tables which, with 
the assistance of Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Ainslie, he has been 
able to compile can only be regarded as approximate returns. [x- 
ports might have been better had the natives been prepared to 
meet foreign demands ; the only article worth noting is tea, which 
has greatly increased, and will doubtless become the principal ex- 
Ley at these ports. The increase of imports in 1869 amounts to 

345,792, not including treasure. Exports show an increase of 
$427,578 to England and other countries, and a decrease of no 
less than $634,969 to open ports in Japan. Mr. Consul Gower 
adds that the foreign settlement of Hiogo bids fair to become one 
of the best in the Far East, notwithstanding the attempt of the 
local Government to monopolise the whole of the forcign. and 
native trade. 

_ Mr. Acting-Consul Annesley reports from Nagasaki an increase 
in imports of $913,142, and a decrease in exports (including vessels 
sold) of $625,868. The fluctuations in the value of native cur- 
rency have injuriously affected the trade of this port. Its con- 
tinued depreciation during the past year has resulted in such an 
uncertainty as to the rate at which remittances could be made, 
that shippers used to the regular course of operations in other 
ports of the East now look with considerable distrust upon the 
result of their ventures to Nagasaki. Instcad, therefore, of en- 
pad direct shipments from Europe, the merchant here can 
only draw his supplies from the nearer ports in China for such 

oods as, at the time being, are in special demand in Nagasaki. 

© must do so also in the certainty that, unless early in the field, 
the same demands of his labours, especially those of his Chinese 
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competitors, who can do the same work so much cheaper than 


himself, will speedily bring an over supply of the goods in re- 
quest, and swamp a market which at best is a very limited one. 

Mr. Consul Eusden reports from Hakodadi a considerable in- 
crease in British and foreign shipping, especially steamers. 
The total imports show an increase of £129,440, and the exports 
of £123,651. Mr. Eusden regrets that he is unable to furnish 
any information on the subject of the manufacture of paper, only 
inferior specimens of which, imported from other ports, were 
procurable by him. 

The list of returns is closed by Mr. Acting Consul Troup, of 
Nee-e-gata, who reports that the only trade that Nee-e gata has 
enjoyed during the past year—the first of its existence as an open 
port—has been with other open ports of Japan. No ship hasas yet 
visited this place coming from any foreign country direct ; and 
even the coasting trade with the other ports has not been a large 
one. The state of the import trade generally in Japan, and in par- 
ticular the want of confidence in the matter of the currency, ren- 
dered mercantile people shy of venturing on the uncertain field of 
anew port. Consequently, no British merchant has settled here 
during the past year, and but few of other nationalities. At the end 
of the year there were, exclusive of a few Chinamen in the em- 
ployment of Europeans, only seventeen foreign residents here, all 
told, of whom some ten or twelve were engaged in trade, almost 
all of them Germans or Dutchmen. Comparatively small consign- 
ments of imports have been sent here, and the export trade has 
been still smaller. The state of the currency must be put down 
as the principal cause of the depressed state of trade during the 
past year. Nevertheless, the total value of goods imported from 
other countries which have been brought into the district daring 
the past year, both by sea and overland, may be safely ostimate 
at over $1,300,000, or £292,000 sterling. The export of rice was 
insignificant, owing to its being checked by the authorities ; but 
silkworms’ eggs were exported to the extent of some 30,000 cards, 
and will cindoubeediy become an important article of export, as 
this port is near to many of the districts where they are produced. 





The Globe, in an article upon the subject, a :—The Trado 
Reports of Her Majesty’s Consul in Japan furnish us with consi- 
derable information as to the finsndal struggles through which 
that empire has passed during the last few years. ‘The commence- 
ment of its difficulties was contemporary with the opening of the 
country to foreign trade. Having been completely isolated for 
centuries from the rest of the world, and having no other use for 
the precious metals than converting them into coin—thc Japanese 
do not use jewellery or plate of any kind—it was not very unna- 
tural to find that the intrinsic value of the coin in circulation in 
Japan was far in excess of its nominal value. As may readily be 
imagined, when foreign merchants were admitted by treaty 
into this land of financial innocence they were not long 
in discovering the fact, and hence arose so vast an exportation 
of the native coin as to threaten a speedy exhaustion of 
the currency. While this difficulty was pressing the Shiogoon’s 
Government sorely, it was called upon to pay large sums as in- 
demnities to foreigners, as well as to provide the sinews of war 
within its own borders. Under this accumulation of pressing 
calls, the Shiogoon’s advisers resorted to the expedient of issuing 
a debased currency with which to pay their debts, thus spreading 
over the country what may be called a forced loan. Even these 
coins, however, were intrinsically valuable enough to be a profit- 
able article of export ;? and to such an extent was the trade 
in coin carried that a recent Californian paper states that a 
Japanese nobleman on his way lo Europe “was shown tho 
process of running his country’s coin into silver bars, the 
weight of the particular melting being three tons.” It was 
after the issue of this inferior coin that the present or 
Mikado’s Government came into power, and, being in even 
greater straits then its predecessor, at once followed its example, 
and pee in circulation a very inferior silver coin, and largely de- 
based an enormous issue of nibus—a mixed coin of gold and 
silver—by reducing the amount of gold in each coin by about 
one fourth. This, however, did not meet the emergency, and it 
was determined to issue a paper currency known as kinsats. The 
first issue amounted to the value of 32,000,000 rios— each rio is 
worth about 6s. 6d.—which amount it was announced would be 
lent to daimios, towns, merchants, and farmers at the low rate of 
10 per cent. ; 13,000,000, however, were alone taken up, and the Go- 
vernment found it necessary to put in circulation a further issue of 
14,000,000 rios on its own account. This had the effect of sendin 
the paper down to 50 per cent. discount. Then were evidenc 
the remarkable power possessed by the Government over the peo- 

le, and the people’s confidence in their rulers. A decree was 
issued forbidding speculation in the kinsats, and ordering that 
they should be taken in exchange for commodities at par, at the 
same time promising that the later issue should, during the next 
three years, be converted into Exchequer Bonds bearing interest 
| at the rate of 6 percent. The effect of this decree was that the 
kinsats not only went up to par, but even reached as much as 10 
| per cent. premium. Not content with these various monetary ex- 
| periments, the Japanese Government has, as we know, come into 
| the London market for a loan, and has thus within some dozen 
twelvemonths run through a series of financial experiences such 
as have rarely fallen to the lot of any other nation in as many 
scores of years, 
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spoken to Aden since 1.50 a.m. this morning. Electrician has 
une to test. Fault supposed near Suez.” Thesteamships Scan- 
si and William Cory, now in the Suez Canal, have been ordered 
to repair damages. We believe that no difficulty is anticipated 
in effecting the repair, the accident having occurred in shallow 
water, and being caused most probably by anchorage. Meantime 
an announcement is made by Sir James Anderson, the managi 
director, that no message for India can at present be Is onetited: 
The fault in the cable is understood to have occurred about 
ninety miles from Suez, not far from Zafarana Point, where the 
splice was effected between the portion laid in the Red Sea and 
the shore section laid from Suez. The repair will probably be 
completed this week, the two steamers, Scanderia and William 
Cory, which were on the way to Madras and Singapore with parts 
of the British-Indian Extension Cable, having fortunately not left 
Suez when the accident happened. We understand that the du- 
plicate cable for the Anglo-Mediterranean Company is now ready 
for shipment, and that it will be despatched from this country on 
the 7th proximo, so as to be submerged before the close of the 
month. It is of the greatest importance to the mercantile com- 
munity that this work should be completed soon, the traffic on 
the existing line having quite outgrown the capacity of one cable. 

At the meeting of the proprietors of the National Bank of India 
(Limited), held on the 27th inst., the directors’ report was adopted. 
The net profit realised up to the end of the half-year was only 
£273, ieking a total of £6,865, including £6,591 brought for- 
ward. In anticipation of more favourable results during the 
current six months, an ad interim. dividend was declared at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum. It is proposed to deal with the 
loss referred to in the last annual report, amounting to £5,650, 
when closing the accounts for the year. 

The intermediate report of the directors of the Agra Bank 
(Limited) announces that the net profits of the working of the 
bank for the half-year ending June have amounted to a sum 
sufficient to pay a dividend to the shareholders at the rate of 43 
per cent. per annum, but that, owing chiefly to the war on the 
Continent and the subsequent fall in the prices of produce, it is 
deemed prudent to confine the distribution to an intermediate 
dividend at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, carrying over the 
surplus to the credit of the present half-year. 

The Pacific mail steamer America, which arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 12th inst., brought 14,612 packages of tea and 269 
bales silk for New York; of this quantity 441 packages of tes 
and 90 bales silk were to be forwarded overland and the remaining 
portion by steamer. . 











































The P. and O. steamer Australia, which left Southampton on 
the 17th, proceeds by the Suez Canal, taking about one thousand 
tons of Manchester goods, &c., at £5 for the Straits and China, 
and £6 for Japan. 

Tho large amount of silver received from India by the last 
overland mail (£400,000) has been disposed of. The price ob- 
tained for the rupees was 59d. per oz., and for the bar silver 603d. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted wero—to Calcutta, 
£293,200 ; Bombay, £100,000 ; and Madras, £6,800. The mi- 
nimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10d. on all the Presiden- 
cies ; and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 10}d. will receive 
about 33 per cent., and on Bombay at that price about 38 per 
cent. These results show aslight diminution in the demand for 
means of remittance to the Kast. 

The telegrams from Japan, via San Francisco, report the failure 
of a leading English firm, and also a German house. 

We understand that Mr. J. M. Rainbow, who is now in London, 
has made the necessary arrangements for taking the estate of 
Rainbow, Lewis, and Co., Nagasaki, out of bankruptcy, and the 
documents for this purpose have gone out to Japan. 

The following is a statement of exports for the six months 
The subjoined table shows the manner in which our shipments 
are distributed, the respective countries being placed in the order 
in which they rank to us as customers. Of the aggregate of 
£97,109,108, about 26 per cent. was to our own possessions, nearly 
all of them, with the exception of Australia, showing a consider- 
able improvement. Among foreign countries, the United States 
have regained the head of the list, from which during the pre- 
ceding two or three years they were displaced by Germany. 
France has continued tho great movement which has been ap- 
parent ever since the inauguration of a more free commercial 
policy by the Emperor Napoleon. She now occupies the third 
Pee and her trade with us is half as much as that of America. 

olland is the next country of importanee. Turkey and Egypt, 
which come next, figure advantageously ; but the stride on the 
part of Egypt has been so much greater than that of Turkey as 
to cause her this year to take the lcad of her suzerain. With 
Ohina there has been a falling off, while Japan continues to im- 
prove her position. Russia, again, shows a satisfactory increase, 
and the same is the case with Belgium, Spain, and Portugal. 
Italy shows a partial relapse from the large advance obtained 
last year. As regards the South American States, Chili, the 
Argentine Republic, and Peru figure respectively for strong im- 
Provelnens ; but Brazil has fallen back from the recovery of 1869.

CASUALTIES. 

A telegram from Bombay, dated Sept. 28, states that the Malabar 
Galloway, from London to Batavia, was burnt at sea July 26; the 
James A. Wright picked up the crew, transferred half of them to the 
Europa for Beypore, and brought the rest to Bombay. 

The Glenaray, Freebody, from Colombo to London, put into St. 
Helena Aug. 15, and reported having experienced a very heavy gale 
July 21, 34 8., 27 E., during which she was thrown on her beam ends, 
and had cargo etarted and mizentopmast carried away; as a heavy sea 
was running it was deemed advisable to cut everything adrift. She 
proceeded, 17th, without effecting repairs, the vessel making no water. 

Advices from Port Elizabeth, dated Aug. 12, state that the Black- 
adder, Robinson, from London to Shanghai, had been fitted with new 
spars at Simon's Bay, and that the Azia, Boncker, from Batavia to 
Amsterdam, which put into Simon's Bay, leaky, July 15, would be 
sold in the course of a few days; later advices state that 687 chests 
tea, 263 bags coffee, and 113 bales tobacco, being a portion of the 
damaged cargo of the Estafette, Oepkes, from Tjilatjap to Amsterdam, 
had been sold, realising £3,264. 

Advices from Algoa Bay, dated Aug. 15, state that the wreck and 
cargo of the Nederlandsche Viag, v. d. Brock, from Macassar to Am- 
aterdam, which was stranded near Cape St. Francis, July 22, had been 
sold for about £2,600.
